ANARCHISTS’ LIVES.

|SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION ] 


S p r in g f ie ld (111.), November 9th.—Gov­ 
ernor Oglesby received the Chicago delega­ 
tion in behalf of the Anarchists at about 10 
o’clock. There were about 100 friends of 
the condemned men present in the room 
when Captain Black, their leader, began 
reading the general petition, which had 
been signed by the men themselves. 
Captain Black took twenty minutes to 
read the petition, and when he closed he 
said: “ This has been signed by Michael 
Schwab, Samuel Bielden and August Spies. 
The reason that the accused I’arsons, Fis­ 
cher, Engel and Lingg did not sign the pa' 
pers was because they claimed that they 
had forwarded to yottr Excellency their 
autograph letters and did not think it 
necessary to sign this." 


NATURE OP THE PETITION. 
The petition recites the history of the al­ 
leged offense for which the petitioners had 
been condemned. It afiirmt-d that none of 
them either threw the fatal bomb or ad­ 
vised the throwing; that they had no 
knowledge of the fact that it was to lie 
thrown : and that they always encouraged 
peace. Considerable space was devoted to 
an attempt to show that the}’had not had a 
fair trial, and, indeed, that such trial was 
impossible in Cliicqgo, in view of iniluence 
and the state of public sentim ent at the 
time it took place. 
Captain Black presented an affidavit for 
Otis S. Favor, a business m an of Chicago, 
tending to show that the jury which tried 
the Anarchists had been deliberately packed 
against them by the Bailiff. 


CArTAIN BLACK’S AND OTHER ADDRESSES. 
After reading the petition and affidavit, 
Captain Black addressed the Governor. H e 
explained that every eilort had been made 
to comply with the requirements of law 
governing an application for the interposi­ 
tion of Executive clemency, and stated that 
Judge Gary and State's Attorney Griunel! 
had joined in the recommendation for 
clemency ior Fielden and Schwab. H av­ 
ing disposed of the mere formal part of the 
application, he made an eloquent and 
touching appeal for mercy, that brought 
tears to the eyes of many of the auditors. 
General 
Trum bull followed 
Captain 
Black, and simply asked for mercy, in 
plain unpretentious terms. 
Mrs. Cora L. Richard, representative of 
the Amnesty Association was the next 
speaker. She had evidently carefully pre­ 
pared for the occasion, and spoke without 
hesitation, and well. She argued public 
policy and justice, opposed capital punish­ 
ment generally, and pleaded earnestly and 
eloquently for the wives, mothers and 
children of the condemned. 
Hon. E. M. Haine, ot W aukegan, fol­ 
lowed. He asked for a commutation of the 
sentence on the grounds of justice and 
public policy. H is address was character­ 
istic, and amused rather than convinced. 
He explained that he appeared on his own 
motion. 
Senator Streeter, of the Legislative Com­ 
mittee, was the next speaker. He was 
brief, and an adjournment until 2 p. m. fol­ 
lowed his address. 


OTHER PETITIONS. 
A t the afternoon session, Messrs. Salter 
and Lloyd introduced the supplemental 
plea of Schwab and Judge Gary’s letter to 
the Governor, as follows : 
Office Súfreme Court, Cook County. 
I have been presented to-day with w hat is 
called a supplem ent to the petition of Michael 
Schwab. As I have said on the application of 
Samuel Fielden, it is only necessary as to the 
ease itself to refer to the decision of the 8u- 
S 
rem e Court w ith regard to the special case of 
lii hael Schwab. I concur in w hat Grinnell 
has attached to the copy of the petition of Sam­ 
uel l'ieldeu. Respectfully, 
Joseph F. Gaby. 
A LETTER FROM SCHWAB. 
7b His Excellency, Richard J. Oglctby, Governor 
of Illinois: As supplem ental to the petition 
heretofore signed by me, I desire to say th at I 
realize that m auy olteranees ol m ine in connec­ 
tion w ith the labor agitation of the past—ex­ 
pressions m ade under intense excitem ent and 
ofttn without any deliberation—were Injudi­ 
cious. These I regret, believing they m ust have 
had a tendency to incite to unnecessary vio­ 
lence oftentim e. I protest again th at I had no 
thought or purpose of violence in connection 
w ith the H aym arket m eeting, which I did not 
even attend, and that I have always deplored 
the results of th at m eeting. 
Michael Schwab. 


FURTHER RAIDS ON THE GOVERNOR. 
The friends of the Anarchists held a 
meeting this afternoon, and selected the per­ 
sons to address the Governor during the 
afternoon. They met the Governor at his 
office at 2:15. Bailey and Campbell, of the 
Trades Assembly, spoke, and were followed 
by W illiam Orviile and Oliver, of Chicago, 
Mr. Shellburg, of Detroit, Representative 
C. G. Dixon, of Chicago, and Burps, of the 
Central Labor Union of New York. They 
were followed by J. E. Quinn, Master 
W orkman, and Frank Farrell, representing 
Division 49 of the New York Trades As­ 
sembly, and George Schiller, who presented 
a petition from the Iron Mulders' Union of 
Chicago, to which two of the deceased ex­ 
policemen belonged, asking for clemency. 
H e closed the address by a short speech. 


RELATIVES ONLY. 
The Governor is now receiving the rela­ 
tives of the condemned Anarchists. The 
audience is entireiv excluded. 


A BO LD KFFOT. 


A p p lication to b e M ade for a W rit o f 
H ab eas Corpus. 
C h ica g o , November 9th—Late this after­ 
noon attorney Solomon obtained the signa­ 
tures of Spies, Fielden and Schwab to a pe­ 
tition ior a writ of habeas corpus. The 
writ is asked for on the ground that the 
judgment of the State Supreme Court was 
illegal, and also that the defendants should 
have been in Court when the decision was 
rendered. The petition will be laid before 
one of the Judges of the Criminal Court 
to-morrow. 


M O RE BOM BS. 


C ltixen's P orch es D ecorated W ith In fer­ 
n a l M ach in es and B om b s. 
C h icag o , November 9 th —Dr. Hathaway, 
living at 1010 W est Monroe street, found 
on his front porch this morning a round 
box inclosed in brown paper, on which was 
written :

TH E B E SE IG E D EXECUTIVE. 


A n other H atch o f P rom in en t M en P le a d 
for th e A n arch ists. 
S p rin g f ie ld , November9th.—Messrs. W. 
M. Salter, H. D. Lloyd and S. P. McCon­ 
nell, of Chicago, were accorded a lengthy 
hearing by Governor Oglesby, extending 
from 5 until 6:15 p. m. Mr. Salter was the 
bearer of numerous petitions, among them 
those signed by Judges Tuley, Moran. Ba­ 
ker, McAllister. ex-Judge Booth, Marion 
H ughitt, W. C. Goady, Hon. Lyman Trum ­ 
b ull and other prom inent citizens of Chi­ 
cago. Lloyd delivered an appeal, reciting 
the history of this celebrated case, and giv­ 
ing reasons why executive clemency can 
be properly extended. The Governor lis­ 
tened to these gentlemen with the closest 
attention, and talked with them freely 
about the situation. 


A PETITIONER INTERVIEWED. 
'An Associated Tress reporter interviewed 
Mr. Salter this evening as to the character 
of his talk with the Governor and his im ­ 
pression as to the latter’s purpose. Mr. 
Salter said he was not at liberty to tell all 
the Governor said, but he would say that 
his Excellency was laboring with the ques­ 


tion, and spoke frankly of the difficulty of 
the situation. Salter told the Governor if 
i lie had waited in Chicago until this even- 
I ing he could have brought many more 
I names down. 
The Governor replied: “ l a m glad you 
did not wait, for I must, in justice to these 
men, decide the question before me vt-rv 
soon. 
It will not do to delay much longer.” 
The Governor asked the gentlemen a 
num ber of questions, and seemed desirous 
to learn everything about the case and the 
feelings of the citizens of Chicago that 
they could tell him. 


A T T H E JA IL . 


S cen es A bout th e P rison -S p ie s’ U nfortu 
n a te B rid e. 
C h ica g o , November 9th.—For the first 
time since the Supreme Court passed upon 
the case, Nina Van Zandt was to-dav de­ 
nied admission. She toiled up th e ’iion 
stairs in the rain, opened the storm-door 
and took shelter in the closed entry. 
A 
moment later her white face was appealing 
and in an humble tone she was asking to 
be allowed in. The doorkeeper shook his 
head, saying orders had been given to keep 
her out. Jailer Folz was back somewhere 
in the cage. She sent for him . H e came 
out and in a kindly but very positive tone 
informed her that he was obliged to refuse 
her entrance. She remained where she 
was, holding on to the iron bars, as if not 
comprehending what was said, and slowly 
made her way out. 


OTHER VISITORS. 
W hile Miss Van 
Zandt was on the 
threshold the door was opened for aged 
Mrs. Engel, who was accorded a brief in­ 
terview with her husband. 
None of the other wives or relatives of 
the Anarchists called to see them this 
morning and they remained unvisited, 
wiih the single exception of Fielden, who 
had a caller in the person of Rev. Dr. Bol­ 
ton. 
Spies, Parsons and 
Lingg 
remained 
aw.iy out of sight, back in their cells. 


THE STILLNESS OF DEATH. 
There was no noise or movement of any 
kind to be noted. The rain falling on the 
sheet-iron roof was all that broke the still­ 
ness, except the heavy tread of an official 
going hither and thither, attending to 
preparations for Friday’s work. 
All interest just now belonging to the 
fate of the doomed men has been trans­ 
ferred to Springfield. Most of Iheir friends 
and sympathizers, and their counsel, as 
well, are out of town interceding with the 
Governor. 


‘‘ WHAT W ILL TH E GOVERNOR D O ?" 
Was the query very often heard about the 
jail this morning. It was the generel belief 
that nothing final would be heard from 
Springfield until to-morrow. The Anarch­ 
ists made no inquiry nor did they ex­ 
change any words with each other during 
the forenoon. 
W hatever were their hopes, 
their fears, their wishes or their thoughts, 
they kept them to themselves.

It is claimed that Grinnell 
said in his speech that if Spies should be 
hung the law would be satisfied. In his 
letter Spies asked that the sentence of his 
comrades be commuted, and that he may 
die, thereby satisfying Grinnell’s demand. 
T he Stubborn P arson s. 
S p rin g f ie ld , November 9th.— Captain 
Black left for Chicago at 9 o’clock to-night, 
leaving Schelling in charge. No decision 
is expected from the Governor to-night. 
Captain Black has doubtless gone to Chi­ 
cago to use all his power with Parsons to 
induce him to sign the petition to the Gov­ 
ernor. 
A n arch ist N otes. 
C h icag o , 
November 
9th.—Nina 
Van 
Zandt was refused admission to the jail this 
morning, an order having been given not 
to adm it her until after the execution. The 
order was given because of the young 
woman’s habit of creating scenes in the 
cage. Mrs. Engel was the only visitor ad­ 
mitted. 
A petition was filed at noon to-day in the 
County Court by Dr. Keernan, declaring 
Louis Lingg to be insane. Judge Prender- 
gast refused to hear the petition until the 
State's Attorney had been notified of the 
matter. 
W hen the Court met at 2 o’clock 
County Attorney Grinnell was present, but 
Judge Prendergast refused to hear the peti­ 
tion until the Criminal Court had passed It. 
In a remote part of the jail a few trusted 
deputies were to-day perfecting the final 
preliminaries needful to the erection of the 
gallows. As yet this instrum ent of death 
has not been removed from the storage- 
room, but everything is in readiness to go 
forward with the execution—that is, every­ 
thing except the mere joining together of 
the framework of the gallows, but that can 
be done in a very little while.

C h ica g o , November 9th. — [Special,]— 
California fruits were a little more quiet to­ 
day, and at the same time firmer prices 
prevailed. There were small ollerings of 
pears. The demand is reported light and 
sales slow. Grapes showed a moderate de­ 
mand. The regular trade wants only choice 
stock. There were more or less common 
lots on the m arket, and they ruled slow 
and easy. A considerable am ount of old 
stock and slack-filled packages offered, and 
they ruled dull and considerably lower 
than others. The supply of quinces is 
very small, and the season nearly over. 
Occasionally some fine stock will bring 
good prices, but there is common stuff 
which rules dull and lower. The following 
prices ruled to-day for fruit in good condi­ 
tion, but some off lots sold for less than the 
quotations : 
Pears range from $1 75 to 
$2 75 for all varieties. Tokay and Muscat 
grapes in double-crates bring $3 75@$4, 
and $2 75(0,$3 25 respectively, and plums 
(late red) in 2-pound boxes, $1 75(ui$2 25.

manufactured. 
There are in the ¡State 106 rectifiers, 11,923 
retail liquor dealers, 368 wholesale dealers, 
423 manufacturers of cigars, 14,733 dealers 
in manufactured tobacco, 191 brewers, 257 
retail dealers in m alt liquors, and 139 
wholesale dealers in m alt liquors. On Oc­ 
tober 1st last there was 26,822 gallons ot 
spirits in California distillery warehouses.

DEMOCRATS JUBILANT OVER THE 
ELECTIONS. 


H eirs o f th e L ate M cL aughlin Say T hey 
W ere-Sw indled. 
San F ra n c isc o , November 9 th —[Spe­ 
cial.]—Arabella Hinkle and Ellen S. Hogan 
have filed petitions to revoke the probating 
of the will of Charles D. McLaughlin, who 
was killed in 1883 by Captain Jerome B. Cox. 
Plaintiffs aver that Mrs. McLaughlin made 
false representations of the value of the 
estate to them, alleging that on account of 
litigation it was not worth more than $240,­ 
000, and on that representation plaintiffs

W a s h in g to n , November 9th.—[Special.] 
—There is great rejoicing at the W hite 
House^ over the results of the election in 
New York, and there is a feeling of great 
confidence among the Democratic leaders 
here respecting the next Presidential con­ 
test. 
There is a belief here that Loveriug, 
the defeated candidate for Governor of 
Massachusetts.will be rewarded for the fight 
he has made by receiving the appointment 
of United States Marshal to succeed Gen­ 
eral N. P. Banks. 
The President will not be interviewed 
regarding the result in New York and its 
future political bearings, hut it is very evi­ 
dent that he is blissfully content. " The 
members of the Cabinet, heads of bureaus 
and divisions in the departments 
and 
Democratic Senators and Representative in 
the city are sanguine of success in 1888. 
Had Grant been successful in New York, 
it was contemplated by the Republican 
managers to have nominated him for Vice­ 
President on the ticket with Blaine. His 
defeat not only debars him from the hope 
of future political preferments, but renders 
it somewhat doubtful if Blaine will con­ 
sent to accept the Republican nomination. 
Had Grant been elected, it would have 
probably shelved both Cleveland and H ill 
as Democratic candidates, and have made 
Mayor Hewitt, of New York, the favorite 
for the nomination. Democratic success is 
interpreted here as assuring Cleveland’s 
nomination. 
The big majority given Foraker in Ohio 
adds strength to ¡Sherman's candidacy for 
the Republican nomination, and proves his 
sagacity in having obtained the indorse­ 
m ent of his party in the BucKeye State for 
the honor. 
Foraker will undoubtedly 
have friends in the Republican Conven­ 
tion. 
If Postmaster-General Vilas is made Sec­ 
retary of the Interior it will be accepted 
by supporters of the Administration here 
as evidence that Mr. Cleveland would like 
to see a Michigan man nominated for Vice­ 
President. 
Senators Cockerell, Vest, Call and Pugh 
were among the President's callers to-day, 
and each had congratulatory rem arks to 
make on the result of the elections. 
Colonel Latnont said : ’’ The result is ex­ 
tremely gratifying, of course. I don’t see 
how the Republicans can hope to carry 
New York. They had many things to 
their advantage in this contest, and if they 
were ever going to carry the State they 
should have done so this time. They have 
won nothing since the Presidential election, 
and I don’t see how they can hope for any­ 
thing from New Y'ork in the future.” 
Senator Yoorhees said : 
“ The result of 
these elections means the continued ascend­ 
ency of the Democratic party for the next 
twenty-five and perhaps fifty years, and it 
means 
the 
renomination of Cleveland 
unanimously and his trium phant election. 
It also settles Blaine. He will not be a 
candidate next year, for he is shrewd 
enough to see that no Republican can be 
elected. But, down in my heart,” remarked 
the Senator, “ I feel good over old Vir­ 
ginia. 
Unless something of an entirely 
unexpected nature shall arise, there can be 
no doubt that Cleveland will carry New 
York next year. 
Everybody seems to re­ 
cognize that. I anticipated a falling off in 
the George vote,” continued the Senator. 
“ Tom Grady, who, you know, opposed 
Cleveland, told me two nights before the 
election that the Irish Democrats would 
desert George, and the result proves that he 
was right. Grady is a high layman in the 
Catholic Church, and he told me that the 
Church had had enough of McGlynn and 
George, and that it had decided that its mem­ 
bers should not longer indorse the wild no­ 
tions of George and follow an apostate 
priest. You see the Democrats who went 
with George )a3t year returned to’ their 
party. George is now dead. Any leader 
in politics who loses half his vote in one 
year is doomed.”

S a n F ra n c is c o , November 9th.— The 
Benhayon inquest was resumed this after­ 
noon. Captain Lees took the stand with a 
num ber ot letters in his hand, and said : 
“ In regard to the Ella W hitcomb letters 
that Hogan testified to last night, I have 
also a letter signed by that name which I 
found in Benhayon’s room on Geary street.”' 
The Captain then read a letter from Santa 
Clara inquiring about elocution lessons, 
and assuming to be from a person not long 
in the State, and staying with a friend half­ 
way between San Jose and Santa Clara. 
The letter appears to be an answer to the 
letter that was answered by Benhayon’s 
iriend, Kuttner. 
James H. Rogers, detective, was called, 
and testified : 
“ I was directed to make a 
tour of the drugstores in order to find out 
all I could about cyanide of potassium. 
I have visited every drugstore in the county 
but have discovered very little pertaining 
to the case. 
At Lacy's, on O’Farrell street, 
Dimmig obtained cyanide. 
At the corner 
of Turk and Larkin about three weeks ago 
he obtained lOgrains. About a week previ­ 
ous he applied for the drug at Gearv and 
Larkin, but didn’t get it. At 116 O'Farrell 
street he also made application, and also at 
103 Seventh street—five places altogether 
where he had applied for cyanide and 
three places where he obtained it. I could 
find no record of the sale of hvdro-cyauic 
acid.” 
' 


D IM M IG ON T H E STAND. 
Mr. Dimmig took the stand. 
“ Mr. Dimmig. have you any statement 
to m ake?” 
“ Only regarding the use of cyanide on 
my arm ,” and the dapper young" man re­ 
moved his eoat and showed a well-formed 
arm to the jury and explained how it was 
that the cyanide would not prove danger­ 
ous in his case. 
“ Where did you meet Dr. Fells ?” asked 
the Coroner. 
“ At Livermore. H e was a little taller 
than myself—a spare man with Yankee 
features. 
H e wore a sack coat made of 
dark material. I met him at the Oberon 
twice only. It was in 1884 that I met 
him in Livermore, and he recognized me 
as soon as he saw me at the Oberon. 
Knowing I had been a druggist, he asked 
me to obtain the bills of goods for him. 
The witness then enumerated the articles 
upon the bill, stating how he had disposed 
of the various articles. 
“ I will state further,” said Dimmig, 
“ that by advice of my attorney and the 
permission of the Coroner, I decline to tes­ 
tify further regarding this m atter.” 
“ I shall ask you questions which yon 
must decline to answer in particular,” said 
the Coroner. 
“ By th e d irectio n o f iu v atto rn ey , I m u st 
refuse to an sw er all q u e stio n s.” 
In answer to Coroner Stanton, he con­ 
tinued • “ I do not know where I obtained 
that bottle of whisky I showed to Mr. 
Street, and I left it, I think, at the Palace 
Baths.” 
“ I refuse positively to answer any more 
questions,” said Mr. Dimmig, as he rose 
from the chair. 
H e appeared nervous, and moved rest­ 
lessly about in his chair as Juror LeCount 
plied him with leading questions, not an­ 
swering directly, bnt fighting off all in­ 
quiries upon decisive points. 
Again the Coroner called for Dr. Lord, 
Mrs. Coulter and Mrs. Dimmig, and their 
names were called at the door. The deputy 
reported “ No response,” and the Coroner 
declared the inquest adjourned until such 
a day that he had new evidence to present 
to the jury, when it would be summoned. 
" I think I have a pretty good idea of the 
testimony,” said Juror J.cCaunt.

THE TREATY OF ARBITRATION. 


Very different are the ways of nations 
and men now from the old times. Then 
when nations disagreed the gage of battle 
was cast down and with little hesitation 
taken up. 
Now, while Anarchists rail at 
society and seek to involve men in bloody 
drrds, nations, by their representatives, 
meet to consider the ways and means to 
avert war and oonserve peace. H ere, for in­ 
stance, is a deputation from one-third the 
meml’ership oi the House of Commons of 
England visiting the President of the 
U nited States and asking for a treaty of 
arbitration between the two great powers. 
It is a significant event; it means that the 
thought of the progressive people of the 
age is averse to ail warlike contests, and is 
striving for the attainm ent of the highest 
ends of concession and conciliation. 
In ­ 
stead of armed frigates and armored gtm- 
l*oats in bloody contention for the mastery 
of the seas, we satisfy vanity and national 
pride by peaceful contests of speed with 
pleasure yachts, and win or lase with gra­ 
cious equanimity. 
W e speed our horses 
against those of foreign people’s and the 
gage of friendly striving is a cup or a 
purse; we enter the athletic arena and 
put sinew against muscle in generous strife 
for peaceful victory over our foreign breth­ 
ren. 
W hen complications arise concern­ 
ing conflict of human rights of the people 
of the nations, we meet to arbitrate and 
harmonize, and avoid the wager of battle 
and the sacrifice of blood and treasure 
to 
the 
sentiment that provos noth­ 
ing. 
In 
the 
case 
giving 
rise 
to 
these reflections, nothing more strikingly 
conveys to the mind the truth that war 
between the two great English-speaking 
nations would be the most absurd and 
senseless of proceedings. 
The time has 
gone by, for ever let us hope, when like 
foolish boys, nations stand w ith the chip 
ujKjii the shoulder and measure national 
honor and race courage by the hardihood 
that leads one or the other to invite a 
blow by knocking the chip to the ground. 
The English delegation referred to had 
such a reception as convinced it that the 
American Government wishes for no cause 
for war, and will not only seek no oppor­ 
tunity for it, but will meet England half 
way in the consultation, that even after 
war must lie had prior to adjustment. 
It 
may not lie that a treaty of arbitration 
will at once be covenanted. 
B ut it is in­ 
evitable; 
it has the support of public 
opinion ; it has the championship of the 
best minds of the ag e; it is fortified by 
every dictate of reason, and demanded by 
every consideration of hum anity. 
The 
sentim ent that nothing should provoke 
England and America to armed strife is 
not newly born, or weak. 
On the con­ 
trary, it has had steady growth since 1813, 
and to-day is so strong as to control the 
activities of the two nations in thfeir rela­ 
tions to each other, without a single line 
of arbitration treaty back of it. 
The 
treaty of arbitrstion will be framed some 
day, and a confention of the two nations 
will be sealed that will insure peace and 
the settlement of all issues by the humane 
and judicial proceeding, arbitration. 
The 
visit of the English deputation of com­ 
moners, we repeat, i*» a most significant 
event, and is full of meaning and promise 
for the maintenance of peaceful relations 
between the two nations, so long as the 
earth endures.

Nelson A. Miles by the people of Arizona, 
as a token of the esteem in which he is 
held in th at Territory, was a fitting com­ 
plim ent to a brave man and a skillful 
officer in the army.

Arizona owe General Miles much for 
suppressing the Gerónimo outbreak, and 
securing the Territory comparative, if not 
absolute, im munity from the assaults of the 
Indians of the section. 
The ceremonial 
at Tucson on the oocasion of the presenta­ 
tion took on the form of a popular demon­ 
stration, being marked by a great civic 
parade of imposing proportions, a review 
of the procession by the General, and an 
eloquent address to him. 
H is response in 
accepting the gift was an extended review 
of the Indian situation in Arizona, a 
sketch of his theory and practice in deal­ 
ing with the savages, and a glance of the 
future for Arizona. 
Some of the utter­ 
ance» of General Miles in this address are 
of cs|>ecial value, as the result of his ex­ 
perience with the Indian tribes, and in­ 
dicating w hat is unquestionably now ac­ 
cepted as the true policy of dealing with 
hostile redskins—their disarmament and 
the removal of the leaders to far distant 
sections of tho country. 


N ew Y o r k having gone Democratic it 
is not of necessity an indication of the 
drift of the State in the Presidential year.

THK HAW AIIAN TREATY. 


The Treaty Concernió); She Tearl River 
Coaling Station a t Hawaii. 
W asoinoton, November 9th.—President 
Cleveland to-day issued a proclamation 
publishing the amended reciprocity treaty 
between the United States and Hawaii 
«greed upon by I’lenipotentaries of the two 
Governments December 6, 18S4, and since 
ratified by both nations. The amended 
convention provides its definite duration 
to he seven years from the da'e of the ex­ 
change of ratifications, and further until 
twelve m onths after ei’her party shall 
have given notice of a wish to terminate 
it. 
It grants to the United States the ex­ 
clusive right for vessels to enter the harbor 
of Pearl river in the island of Oahu and 
establish and maintain there a coaling 
station.

H ig h ly Sknsiulk D ecision.— The 
Louisville Courier Journal says : The Ken­ 
tucky Court of Appeals has rendered an 
im portant decision. 
W hile under the in­ 
fluence of liquor a man committed a m ur­ 
der, for which he was eonvicted and sen 
tenced to death. He had pleaded his in­ 
toxication in defense on the trial, and the 
appeal to the highest tribncal tnrned on 
this plea. The Court shinned the decision 
and rejected absolutely the doctrine that 
drunkenness could be any excuse for crime. 
"O ur statute,” said the Court, "m akes it an 
offense, and one crime should not privilege 
another.” 
As the Court also declared that 
drunkenness is “ by far the most fruitful 
source ot crime in our State,” a decision 
that it cannot be pleaded in excuse of any 
crime committed by a man w hile in that 
condition is a hopeful sign in a common­ 
wealth where the administration of justice 
has fallen into sad disrepute.

LOCAL ^INTELLIGENCE. 


Infant»’ S h e lte r. 
In many cities there arc establishments 
known as “ Infants’ Shelters.” There are 
such institutions in the city of San Fran­ 
cisco. They are uniformly founded by the 
efforts of charitable and philanthropic peo­ 
ple, or church societies. 
A scheme is on foot in Sacramento to es­ 
tablish a shelter here. In brief the “Shel­ 
ter" is a comfortable home house, super­ 
vised by a matronly woman controlling 
necessary nurses, where those people whose 
necessities require them to work for a 
means of livelihood, but who, because of 
the care of young children at home, are 
very much restricted as to avenues of em­ 
ployment, may place their children by day 
and evening, white they go out to work. 
This assures the widow" with small chil­ 
dren. or the wife upon whom the support 
of the family may devolve, that the little 
ones of the household will be tenderly 
cared 
for 
while 
they 
go 
out 
to 
service, 
or to work where they cm 
beet serve themselves and their families. 
In all cases they pay a small sum per day 
for sheltering their little ones, and this 
very nearly suffices to m aintain Lhe Home. 
W herever founded such institutions have 
proved greatly useful, since they proceed 
upon the right principle that the best help 
for the needy is to aid them to help them ­ 
selves. Some m onths ago a geutlemau 
quietly collected $165 for the purpose of 
establishing a Shelter here, but no public 
appeal was made. Inquiry Las developed 
the fact that there is need for such a 
shelter 
here, and that it will result in 
convenience, too, to those desiring to em­ 
ploy worthy women in household service, 
but who cannot now take such employment 
because oí inability to leave their little 
children. It is now proposed to proceed to 
raise the necessary sum needed to secure 
and fit out a proper home and open the 
.Shelter. 
To that end, the Directory of 
Snowtlake 1’ark has tendered the park free 
for a baseball match on Thanksgiving Day, 
Superintendent J. B. W right has consented 
to arrange for the running of trains and 
Manager George of the Altas has consented 
to act in scouring the clubs to play. J. D. 
Bedding, of San Francisco, has volunteered 
to come here and lead an orchestra in an 
entertainm ent for the benefit of the fund, 
and it is expectc-d both bands will be 
secured to constitute the orchesha. 
Mrs. 
C. H. Ross has consented to give the pro­ 
duct of her wonderful camelia bush, which 
bears upwards of 4,000 ¡lowers, and the 
Bell Conservatory Company has agreed to 
buy them ail at a stated price per liower. 
There is under 
consideration 
also by 
several gentlemen the scheme oí a full 
dress party for the benefit of the Shelter, 
and a num ber of society people have in­ 
dorsed that plan, and agreed to aid it. 
Several persons have agreed to donate cots, 
bedding, furniture, etc., and other aid is 
promised 
from several 
quarters. 
The 
whole m atter is under the direction of 
Chas. M. Frodger, with whose connection 
with public charities the comm unity has 
long been familiar. 
H is plau is to have a 
directory formed and then to raise enough 
to rent a cottage centrally located, and to 
insure the support of the Shelter for at 
least one year, when it is believed it will 
be self-supporting. 
The favor with which 
the scheme meets warrants the belief that 
the needed funds will be forthcoming. 
In­ 
formation hi detail concerning the proposi­ 
tion can lie bail from Mr. Prodger, who is 
in cotijm’inicatiou with the Directors of 
simila” 
uirities, as to the proper method 
of procedure and maintenance. 


H o ard o f S u p erv iso rs. 
The Board of Supervisors met in regular 
session yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. 
A petition was received from Stephen 
Addison and other residents of Folsom, 
complaining that the Chinese of that place 
were obstructing the highway by erecting 
dwellings and stores thereupon."

M e etin g L u t E v e n in g o f C itizen s a n d 
A d d re ss by C a p ta in Itla n d ln g . 
A meeting of citizens was held at the 
City and County Improvement Association 
rooms to consider the subject of the loca­ 
tion about to be fixed for a Home for dis­ 
abled volunteer soldiers in this State, and 
to take steps to have Sacramento's claim 
for 
the 
location 
properly 
considered. 
There was a large audience present. Mayor 
Gregory presided, and J. O. Coleman acted 
as Secretary. 
C'apt. Win. Blanding, of San Francisco, a 
member of the National Board of Man­ 
agers of the several Homes for Volunteer 
Soldiers, was present by invitation, and 
addressed the meeting. 
He read the Act 
of Congress providing for establishing and 
maintaining of Homes, and gave an exceed­ 
ing interesting statement concerning them. 
There are now five of these Homes, he said, 
the oldest being at Dayton, Ohio. He gave 
in detail the workings and various depart­ 
ments of this institution, and showed it to 
be a mammoth enterprise of the Nation, in 
appreciation and behalf of its loyal and 
battle-scarred 
defenders. 
It 
has 
450 
veterans domiciled within its 
cheerful 
apartm ents,affording most pleasant homes, 
with every comfort that can be desired. 
The buildings are well arranged and finely 
constructed, 
and 
the 
grounds, 
the 
speaker said he had never seen equaled 
for 
beauty, 
except 
at 
Washington. 
A fine tlag-slaff stands in the center of 
the grounds, surrounded with cannon, piles 
of ball and shell, and “ old glory” floats 
over them every day in the year, a proud 
and dear emblem to the old veterans who 
constantly look upon it. 
Everything is 
done that can be to make the place an en­ 
deared spot and an actual home to the ex­ 
soldiers who occupy it. 
An extensive 
library is maintained, with spacious rooms 
for reading and pleasure. 
One of the 
largest theaters—probably the largest in the 
State outside of Cincinnati — has been 
erected and beautifully finished, and here 
the best plays are produced. At one time, 
recently, a Madison-squarecompany played 
an engagement of ten weeas continuously, 
three evenings a week, to which the in­ 
mates of the Home are free attendants, all 
others having to pay a small fee. 
The company was paid by the managers 
of the Home from a fund left for this pur­ 
pose by u rich gentleman of New York, 
and from which fund the theater was also 
built. Theatrical companies are hired at 
dull seasons when advantageous arrange­ 
ments can be made with them. An excel­ 
lent hand belongs at the post, which fur­ 
nishes orchestral music on these occasions, 
gives open air concerts u|>ou the grounds, 
and plays in the hospital mornings for the 
benefit of those who cannot get out to the­ 
ater and other amusements. 
The hospitals are patterns of neatness 
and home comforts. At the hospital for 
the blind, in which there are about eighty, 
the inmates are taught to make bead work, 
and such other occupations as they may 
desire, and become very expert. The arti­ 
cles which are so manufactured are pur­ 
chased from them by visitors, and in this 
m anner and in various other ways, small 
sums of money are earned by the" old sol­ 
diers in addition to the amounts they re­ 
ceive from pensions, which they send to 
their families, or spend according to their 
pleasure. Some of the soldiers have as 
high as $2,000 in the reserve fund. 
All work on the grounds, except in a few 
cases, is performed by the veterans, who 
receive from 25-<cent:j to $2 per day, accord­ 
ing to the value of the service rendered. 
The cemetery, in which 3,000 have al­ 
ready been laid at rest, is beautifully cared 
for, and has a beautiful m onum ent stand­ 
ing on a mound in the center of it. It is a 
white marble column 48 feet in hight, with 
a colossal figure of a soldier, at parade rest, 
on its sum mit. At each corner ol the base 
are life-sized figures, also of marble, and 
finely sculptored, representing the four 
arms" of the service—artillery, cavalry, in­ 
fantry and the Daw. 
The appropriations made by Congress 
for support of these several homes are lib­ 
eral, and constantly increasing. In 1886 
the amount was $1,472,000, the present 
year $1,631,000, and next year, for the fiscal 
year ending in 188Í), will reach $2,000,000. 
The num ber of inmates in the several 
Homes, on the 1st of last month, was as 
follows: At Dayton, 5,172; at Milwaukee, 
1,941; at Hampton, 2,564; at Tongas. 1,­ 
728; 
at Leavenworth, 1,591; Total, 12,­ 
996. The num ber of men cared for from 
1865 to 18SC was 45,786, and the cost of sub­ 
sistence $122 97 per man per year. 
The rem arks of Captain Blanding, of 
which the fopegoing is but a very im per­ 
fect condensation, were highly interesting 
throughout, and in additiori to generous 
applause a vote of thanks was unanimously 
and warmly tendered the speaker at the 
conclusion, for his interesting address and 
for the consideration manifested towards 
this locality concerning locating the Home 
about to be erected in this State. It has 
been ascertained during Captain Blanding’s 
visit here that there are two or three sites 
in this vicinity which admirably answer 
the requiieiuents of the law and the pro­ 
visions laid down by the National Board of 
Managers as to place for erecting tne 
Home, and it is believed that, in matters 
of climate, soil, water supply and drainage, 
no place of equal merits can be found else­ 
where in tbo State. 
The W inters tract, 
Sutterville, Lowell H ill and other localities 
Lave been examined with a view to the 
purposes stated. 
Knowing the advantages maintained by 
the Capital City, and convinced that it 
is the most desirable place for the new 
Home, it was determined at the close of 
the meeting, to make proper representation 
to the National 
Board, when it shall 
arrive and convene, the present mouth, 
and invite an examination of the locations 
we have to offer. 
To this end the Mayor 
was, upon motion, requested to telegruph 
to the members of the Board now about to 
start from the East for this Coast, and in­ 
vite them to stop here upon arrival, as the 
guests of the city, and make inspection of 
the advantages of this section. 
The following committee was also elected 
to take charge of the m atter of receiving 
them, and properly presenting our claims 
to the location for the Home : Mayor E. J. 
Gregory, Hon. Newton Booth, Joseph Sief- 
f .s, J. O. Co'eman, C. H. Hubbard, P. K. 
Platt, A. AL'jOct, Hon. W. C. Hendricks, 
V S. Kopki is, 11. T. Devlin, A qgnst Heil- 
bron, W. : . Gerber. J. W. W'i'son, Albert 
Gallatin, J. M. W right, H. Wei 
tuck. H o­

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


F ir s t D ay o f th e S essio n —S om e o f th e 
L e a d in g F e a tu re s . 
Delightful task ! to rear the tender thought 
To teach the young idea how to shoot, 
’ 
To pour thr fresh instruction o’er the mind 
To breathe the enlivening spirit, and to fix' 
The generous purpose in the glowing breast. 
The Sacramento County Teachers' Insti 
tute convened at the Capital Grammar 
School building, at Tenth and P streets, at 
9:15 a . m . yesterday with a full attendance 
of teachers. It was called to order by the 
County Superintendent, B. F. Howard. T. 
W. Hum phrey, of Grant District, was 
appointed Secretary. 
On motion of Prof. J. \V. Johnson, Prof. 
W. W . Anderson was unanim ously chosen 
\ ice-President. 
The names of all the teachers in the 
county were called and 140 answered to 
their names. 
Superintendent Howard delivered an 
opening address, congratulating the teach­ 
ers on the flourishing condition of the 
schools within his jurisdiction, and the 
people of the county on having such an 
able and experienced corps of teachers. He 
expressed great pleasure in seeing so many 
present, which was indicative of the fact 
that they were progressive and proud of 
their profession. He said insti tules of this 
character, where there was a free inter­ 
change of methods of instruction, could 
not fail to be of great service to the pro­ 
fession. 
The programme for the three days’ In­ 
stitute is neatly printed in pam phlet form, 
is in the hands of every teacher, and every­ 
thing proceeds on time and with the regu­ 
larity of clock-work. 
Misses Emm a and Addie L. Hughes ren­ 
dered an instrum ental duet most adm ir­ 
ably, and which won for them rounds of 
applause. 
The names of the teachers of the High 
School were added to those alreadv en­ 
rolled, and this completed the organization. 
The Institute then took a recess until 
11:35. 
Resolving themselves into three 
classes or sections for instruction in arith­ 
metic, language and penmanship, by W . 
J. Hyde, Miss Annie C. Weeks and Madi­ 
son Babcock, respectively, at 11:35, the In ­ 
stitute assembled as a whole. 
A vocal solo 
by Miss Ledia Peltier received merited ap­ 
plause. 
The Chairman then introduced City Su­ 
perintendent M. R. Beard, who made an 
able, appropriate and instructive address, 
full of thought and sentiment, and which 
was well received. 
W. H . V. Raymond, editor-in-chief of 
the State series of school text-books, ap­ 
peared before the Institute and gave some 
information regarding the books that are 
now being printed. H e exhibited sample 
pages of the new history. 
Recess. 


A FTERN O O N SESSIO N . 
At 1:30 p. m. the Institute assembled, and 
Oil the roll being called 146 answered to 
their names. The male members of the 
Institute are in the minority’, but the m a­ 
jority is made up of so much beauty that 
the former seem to be entirely reconciled 
to the situation.

It is perfectly evident, as has been hereto­ 
fore show n, th at when the Pacific railroad 
bill was passed those m em bers of the Sen­ 
ate and H ouse w ho doubted the profitable­ 
ness ot the road w hen com pleted—of whom 
the nam e was legion—could not have ex­ 
pected or intended th at th e com panies 
should at all events repay (he G overnm ent 
bonds issued in their aid, otherw ise than 
by service, cíe. 
I: is a notable fact, how ­ 
ever, th at the m ore sanguine friends of the 
m easure w ere equally guiltless of any such 
expectation or intention. A ll of them who 
expressed them selves at all upon the sub­ 
ject, declared th at the G overnm ent trans­ 
portation provided for in the bill, consider­ 
ing th e saving to th e G overnm ent thereby 
effected, w ould he m ore than sufficient to 
com pensate the nation for its m oney outlay 
evefi before the bonds were due. 
N ot one 
of them , 30 far as we can ascertain, seri­ 
ously contem plated any other paym ent 
than in such transportation, aud in th e 5 
per cent, of net earnings m entioned in the 
bill. T hat this was the understood m ode 
of paym ent is especially apparent in the 
H ouse discussions upon tbe subject. 
In ­ 
deed, we m ay rem ark by the way, the bill 
as it first passed the H ouse indicated this 
on its face, as was distinctly show n by 
Senator Coliaiuer in the subsequent debate 
in the Senate. 
B ut of this we shall speak 
m >re particulaily hereafter. 
Air. Campbell, one of the forem ost cham ­ 
pions of the bill in the H ouse, both in zeal 
and ability, who reported the bill from tbe 
com m ittee w hich prepared it, and who had 
it in charge, on A pril 8th, in an elaborate 
argum ent in favor of tbe bill, after citing 
statistics to show th at at th at tim e, under 
a peace establishm ent, tbe cos', to th e Gov­ 
ernm ent of arm y, navy and postal tran s­ 
portations to the’ Pacific coast, was $7,337,­ 
781 per annum , stated th at m e aggregate 
sum in bonds required by the bill to be is­ 
sued in tavor of the road and its connec­ 
tions was about $05,1)00,000, and said : 
Ttie bonds are to be issued at thirty years, 
aud to bear interest at the rate of six per cent, 
per annum. When all the bonds shall have 
been issued (which will necessarily be at the 
completion of the road) the aggregate annual 
interest will amount to $3,892,080. I have shown 
that the army and navy transportation, and 
postal service to the Pacific, cost the Govern­ 
ment annually 87,357,781. Take then the annual 
expenditure, and we have left a sinking fund 
of 83,465,701, a sum more than sufficient to ext in- 
fjuish the b'jiuls before they come due, (the italics 
are Mr Campbell’s,) or what is the samo thing 
iu elTect, saved t > the Government by cheapen­ 
ing tr„ns]>oitation in that direction. (Cong. 
Globe, 2d Bess. 37th Cong., p. 1579.) 
A nd Mr. Cam pbell proceeds to show that, 
by the war, the cost of th is Pacific Coast 
G overnm ent transportation liad been greatly 
increased, and would probably rem ain for 
the future, in the absence of a railroad, at a 
m uch higher figure th an in the past, and 
th at the saving w onld therefore be m uch 
gieater aud the extinguishm ent of the debt 
m uch m ore rapid th an was stated in the 
previous estim ate. 
I t is Irue th at Mr. 
C am pbell's argum ent, th at the building of 
the road, w ith the aid aud upon the term s 
proposed, would save to the G overnm ent, 
in cos' of transportation, m ore th an enough 
to pay th e bonds before their m aturity, 
m ay not necessarily perhaps im port that 
the services of transportation was expected 
to pay the bonds as between the G overn­ 
m ent and the com panies, 
llu t we are 
to rem em ber th at the 
bill before 
the 
House provided only for paym ent in th at 
m ode and in the percentage of net earnings, 
and th a t if th e road was a success, as Mr. 
Cam pbell expected it to be, and if ju st rates 
of transportation were allow ed b y th eG o v - 
m eut to the com panies, the proposed m ode 
of paym ent w ould be entirely sufficient. It 
is at all events clear th at no one taking Mr. 
C am pbell's view of th e saving in tran s­ 
portation to be effected by th e construction 
of th e road, could intend to expect th at the 
G overnm ent, at the m aturity of the bonds, 
should be harsh and exacting in its deal­ 
ings w ith the com panies and dem and re­ 
paym ent of its advances in m oney, al­ 
though already m ore th an repaid in the 
actual value of th e services. 
T his would 
be to out-Shylock Sbylock, for it w ould be 
to dem and w hat was not “ nom inated in 
the bond.” 
T he m ode of paym ent “ nom i­ 
nated ” in the contract, as already stated, 
was in services and the 3 per cent, of net 
earnings. 
Mr. 
Phelps, 
of 
California, distinctly 
avowed the intention of the fram ers of the 
bill th at th e repaym ent of the m oney ad­ 
vanced was to be in the services and per­ 
centage stipulated. 
H e s a id : 
It may be urged by some that the expenditure 
will bo large. True, nominally it in so. but in 
fact it is most insigniticent considering the 
great results to be gained. The whole of tbe 
iaud to be donated, should all the lines of the 
road mentioned iu the Act be built, amounts, 
at Government prices, to not more than *11,- 
000,000. So lar as concerns the issue of bonds 
by the Government, the amount which is pro­ 
vided may be issued, as the road, bv sections 
of forty miles, is fully completed, does not ex­ 
ceed one half the cost of its construction, and 
the issue is only made on a lirst mortgage of the 
road, which is to be unincumbered by any 
other lien whatsoever, tbe mortgage stipulating 
that the company will pay back to the Govern­ 
ment in mail and military services and in 
money the principal and interest of tho bonds 
loaned, and provides for a lorfeiture of the road 
in case of failure on the part of the company 
to iullill the conditions imposed. (Cong. Globe 
2d Sess, 37th Cong., p. 1591) 
T he “ paym ent in m oney,'1 here m en­ 
tioned by M r. Phelps, plainly refers to the 
percentage of net earnings spoken of in 
the bill. 
T he w hole tenor of his rem arks, 
indeed, show s th at he regarded thespecified 
m o le of paym ent as exclusive. 
T he m ode of reasoning pursued by Mr. 
Campbell in th e H ouse was follow ed also 
in the Senate by the m ore ardent and san- 
gui nj friends of the bill. T hus Air. L atham 
said ; 
The loan of the public credit at six per cent, 
for thirty years is for 865,000,000 with absolute 
security oy lien, with stipulations by sinking 
fund trom profits for the liquidation of the prin­ 
cipal. Official reports and other auth ritative 
data show that the average annual cast, even in 
times of peace, iu transportation of troops w ith 
munitions of war, subsistence and quartermas­ 
ters’ supplies, may be set down in round num- 
beis at 87,300,000. Tne interest upon the credit 
loan ol 805,090,000 of bonds will be anmially 
83.9110.000, leaving a net excess of 83,400,000 over 
the present cost; appealing with great force to 
to the economy of the measure, and showing 
beyond cavil or controversy that in (act the 
Government will not have a dime to pay on ac­ 
count of its credit, nor risk a dollar by tbe Act 
authorizing the construction of this great work. 
The United States, if there is forco in figures, 
facts and reason, will secure with a land grant 
of 7,750,1)00 acres of wild lands, without a laith- 
ing'scost.or outlay or risk, either nresent or 
future, a road that will span halfa continent, be 
the great highway of domestic trade, and 
eventually make the Union the center of the 
commerce of the war Id. (Cong, Globe 2d Sess 
!17th Cong., p. 2677.) 
T his sam e argum ent was used also by 
Senator M cDougall, of California, who 
weut further, apparently, and clearly in d i­ 
cated that in his judgm ent th e com panies, 
as well as the G overnm ent, should have 
the benefit of the saving in G overnm ent 
transportation to the Pacific, as an extin­ 
guishm ent of tho debt. 
A fter referring to 
Mr. Cam pbell’s statem ent in the House, 
that the annual cost of the G overnm ent 
transportation at th at tim e aggregated $7,­ 
357,000, he sa id : 
I now call the attention of Senators to this 
consideration, or rather to this pregnant fact 
not to be ignored or avoided, that is, that the 
difference between 83,77»,OuO and present cost' 
83.357.000, with the five per cent, reserved to the 
Government by the bill, would necessarily pay 
the Government bonds and interest years before 
the Government bonds would mature. (Cong. 
Glolie, 2d sea*., 37Lh Cong , Appendix p. 307.) 
' 
T he reference to the five per cent, seems 
to indicate, as we have said, th at the pay­ 
m ent referred to by the Senator was a pay­ 
m ent w hich would discharge the com pa­ 
nies as well as the G overnm ent. 
In other 
words, the Senator seemed to th in k th at 
inasm uch as the saving in the transporta­ 
tion would practically pay the debt of the 
G overnm ent 
before it was 
due, 
that 
in reality it w ould advance no m oney 
subsidy at all to the companies out of its 
ordinary resources, it ought not to dem and 
anything m ore of them than the services 
and the five per cent, provided for in the 
Act. 
T his would certainly seem to be a 
fair and equitable basis of adjustm ent, al­ 
though of course in strict law the G overn­ 
m ent m ay undoubtedly claim th at the 
com panies are not entitled to the benefit of 
the saving to the G overnm ent on transpor­ 
tation in [laying the debt, but are entitled 
only to have reasonable rates of transporta­ 
tion and to have th e m oney applied on the 
bonds. 
But Congress, in dealing w ith this 
subject, is not bound by the strict letter of 
(he law. 
It m ay, and in all 
fairness 
should, take into the account the saving ef­ 
fected to thcG ovem m ent by the companies, 
and either hold the debt cancelled thereby, 
or, at all events, m ake generous allow ance 
for it in determ ining the am ount to be 
paid and the tim e and term s of paym ent. 
T he form er w ould be th e ju st and wise 
course, but anything less th an th e latter 
would be gross injustice. 
As a m atter of fact the figures show th at 
the saving to the G overnm ent on transpor­ 
tation effected by the com panies has been 
vastly greater than was estim ated by the 
m ost sanguine when the bill was pussed. 
But of this hereafter.
